ADDIS ABABA, May 17.— (By military plane to As¬ 
mara, Eritrea, May 18.)—Murderers caught in the act of 
killing and looting, armed plunderers found prowling, and 
bandits who refused to give up arms in accordance with a 
proclamation of martial law have been executed after trials 
in the last few days as Italian authorities seek to calm swift¬ 
ly the situation in this former Ethiojiian capital. 

After waiting a week for the scene to quiet itself, but 
with sfKiradic outbursts still jirevalent, the authorities are 

following military law to the let¬ 
ter, with fanta.stic .srene.s re.sult- 
ing. 

Ni'U'spjipi'r Men Ousted 
Several journalist.s have left 
Addi.s Ababa already under con- 
pul.sion, taking the train to 
Djibouti, French Somaliland, and 
more will follow. 

As a result of the decisions of 
military tribunals, rifles and ma¬ 
chine guns of carabinieri are bang¬ 
ing out some times at dusk, car- 
rynig out sentence of death for 
the marauders who burned and 
pillaged Addis Ababa in four days 
of rioting, resulting in more than 
800 native deaths, before the Ital¬ 
ians arrived May .8. 

Haile’s Aide Killed 
A giant former umbrella carrier 
for Kmperor Haile Selassie, Bala- 
hu, .said to be the tallest man in 
Ethiopia, wa.s executed yesterday 
by an Italian firing .squad. 

Balahu was condemned by a 
military tribunal on charges of es¬ 
pionage and brigandage. 

The towering man, who wa.s 
seven feet five inches in height, be¬ 
came at one time a drum major in 
the imperial band. The emperor 
di.scovered him in 1914 when he 
jiresided over the supreme court,

WASHINGTON, May 18. (^)—Attacking the 1935 
relief act through a test case involving the resettlement 
administration, the District of Columbia court of appeals 
held today that it transgressed the constitution. 

Three of the five judges ruled, as had the supreme 
court in the NRA and AAA cases, that the law appropriat¬ 
ing $4,880,000,000 delegated powers improperly to President 
Roosevelt and violated states’ rights. The resettlement 
administration was considered invalid. New Deal officials 
conferred about future procedure 
both on relief policy and in the 
courts. 

I’lans Higher .Appeal 
Solicitor General Stanley Reed 
said an appeal would be taken to 
the supreme court at once. 

He told newspapermen that after 
a hurried leading of the opinion 
he believed it was "narrow” and 
confned to construction projects 
for shifting population under the 
resettlement administration. 

“I am not trying to minimixe 
Ihe opinion," he added. "We 
wanted it the other way.” 

A spokesman for Harry L. Hop¬ 
kins said the work relief program 
would go on despite the decision. 

With congress in session, he 
said, the act could be amended to 
meet the court's objections. 

The resettlement administration 
had been allottd $230,398,400 of the 
works relief fund. 

Hopkins’ works progress admin¬ 
istration had received the largest 
allotment of $1,363,926,901. 

Sweeping Opinion 
The sweeping opinion of the court 
indicated that certain types of re- 
were constitutional 


WASHINGTON, May 18. 
Dividing six to three, the supreme 
court struck down the Guffey coal 
act today on the same ground that 
it Invalidated NRA an unconsti¬ 
tutional invasion of state powers. 

The majority, through Justice 
Sutherland, held the federal gov¬ 
ernment wa.s without power to 
regulate hours and wages in the 
mining indu.stry as well as in the 
manufacturing industry. 

The di.ssenters were Justices 
Brandies, Stone and Cardozo. 

The court did not rule on the 
constitutionality of the price fix¬ 
ing provision of the Guffey law to 
regulate the bituminous industry, 
but said these were so related to 
the labor provi-sions that the fall 
of the latter carried the price fix¬ 
ing section down too. 

Took Tm» .Much Power 

In failing to i-ule on the price 
fixing provi.sion.s, the majority 
opinion warned that nothing the 
court said was to be taken as an 
indication that it would uphold 
them, even if they were enacted 
separately. 

Chief Justice Hughes, in a .sepa- 
. ale opinion, cotieericd in 'the find¬ 
ing of the majority that congre.ss 
had exceeded its authority in at¬ 
tempting to regulate wages and 
hours. 

The majority opinion held the 
exeine lax of 1,5 per cent on soft 
coal production, with provisions 
for refunding 90 |)er rent for 
adhert'iH'e to terms of the law 
was "elearly not a tax hot a 
penalty." But the I'oiirt did not 
rule on the tax. 

"The position of the government, 
as we understand it,” the opinion 
.<ai(i, "is that the validity of the 
e.xaction does not rest upon the 
taxing power but upon the power 
of congre.ss to regulate interstate 
commerce; and that if the act in 
respect of the labor and price fix- 
■ng provisions be not upheld, the 
lax’ must fall with them.

"With that position we agree 
and confine our consideration ac¬ 
cordingly.”

H. B. Swimmers Rescued 
as Crowds Visit Resort 
Over Week-End 


MANILA, May 18. 1.6’)—The 

bodies of seven men attested today 
to the ruthlessness of six desperate 
Moro lepers after their escape yes¬ 
terday from Culion island, leper 
eolmii* i 

The lepers killed four fishermen, 
seized a boat and fled the colony 
for Palawan and neighboring 
islands, where they spread terror 
among the inhabitants. 

Escaping to sea the six men 
headed toward Palawan, 40 miles 
to the .southwest. Stopping at 
Kalumpang, on Aboabo island, the 
marauders killed three more per- 
.sons and robbed Chinese stores. 

.All .Are .Armed 

Witnea.ses to the attacks on the 
stores said all six of the lepers 
were armed and under the leadei- 
ship of one who called himself 
"Abdullah.” 

The rampaging lepers proceeded 
to Bonobono where they attacked 
another Chinese merchant, but citi¬ 
zens of the town gathered force 
and drove them away. They seized 
another boat and escaped to sea. 

A call for constabulary brought 
the soldiers to Bonobono a few 
houis later. They were told that 
the lepers said they were sailing 
for Tigabu, Borneo. 

Citizens .Afraid 

Citizens told the soldiers they 
feared to seize the lepers because 
they were afraid of infection from 
the disease. Lack of police forces 
on the isolated islands left the 
pesperadoes a free hand. 

Culon island, whre the leper 
colony is situated, is about 200 
miles southeast of Manila. Al¬ 
though the more than 5000 lepers 
are in a segregated community, 
they are not imprisoned. Their 
community is partially self-.sus- 
taining through agricultural enter¬ 
prise. 


While 4000 persons frolicked on 
Ihe .sands at Huntington Beach 
yesterday, and enjoyed the warm 
summer day, two youths were res¬ 
cued from drowning by lifeguards 
as a riptide carried the unfortu¬ 
nate victims away from the shore. 
Nine bathers were rescued from 
the surf on Saturday when a rip¬ 
tide caught the .swimmers and 
carried them .seaward.

Wenlzel of Oceanview. was 
brought to .shore .safely and at 
almost the .same momenth. Nor¬ 
man Sarrat. 23, Tiistin, wa.s al.sn 
reseued. Chief I.,ifoguard Bud 
Higgins and Lf.guard.s .Nolan 
Hasson and Bert Hardy maile the 
re.scues. 

Twenty-three reseiies have been 
made this year. That figure is 
half the num)jer made in Ihe en¬ 
tire .season a year ago, according 
to a record kejit by .Mr. Higgins.

An effort by Alabama to tax gaso¬ 
line sold to the federal govern¬ 
ment was held unconstitutional to¬ 
day by the supreme court. 

The decision constituted another 
chapter in the long contest over 
federal and stales’ rights. 

In a 6-to-2 opinion delivered by 
Justice Butler, the court affirmed 
a ruling by a three-judge federal 
district court in Alabama granting 
the Texas Company an injunction 
against paying the six cents per 
gallon levy. Justices Cardozo and 
Brandeis dissented. Justice Stone 
took no part in the case.

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AMERICAN TOURISTS FLEE MEXICO AHEAD OF RAILWAY STRIKE 


4S.000 READY 
TO DEMAND

Scores Jam Northbound I 
Trains, Fearful of | 

Being Stranded I 

MEXICO CITY. May 18. l.Pi- 
Hundreds of American tourists, 
fearful of being stranded, crowded 
northbound trains today as 48.000 
employes of the Great Mexican Na¬ 
tional Railways made ready to 
strike tonight for wage increases. 

The general exodus of vistors 
from the north, making necessary 
extra cars on all outgoing trains, 
started over the week-end despite 
a general belief the projected 
strike would be officially adjudged 
•illegal" and workers given 24 
hours to return to their jobs. 

Strike Called Illegal 

This belief was strengthened 
after the National Revolutionary 
(government) party newspaper El 
Nacional. in its leading editorial 
today, declared flatly the strike 
call was "entirely illegal," econom¬ 
ically unjustified and an outgrowth 
of "irresponsible labor leadership. 

Although no government official 
would acknowledge that the edi¬ 
torial represented the administra¬ 
tions’ views on the strike threat, 
it was hinted strongly such was 
the case. 

If the strike, which would tie 
up all except emergency traffic 
over some 9300 miles of rails out 
of the capital, started as sched¬ 
uled at 3 p. m. (Santa Ana time), 
one well informed source predicted, 
the administration would follow 
this procedure; 

Oovernment Fror ediire 

Declare formally, through the 
department of labor, that the rail¬ 
ways are public services, that the 
strike hits at the entire national 
economy, and theiefoie is illegal. 

Order workers back within 24 
hours. 

Authorize the management, if . 
the strikers refuse to return, to I 
void existing collective labor con¬ 
tracts and resume operation either . 
with new employes or with per- j 
sonnel provided by the army or by | 
the communications department. | 

Most observers believed the 
problem for President Lazaro Car¬ 
denas’ government, despite its pro¬ 
labor leanings, would be exceed¬ 
ingly grave if the workers were 
told to end their strike and refused ] 
to do so.

In 1933 he was chairman of the 
farm bureau stabilization com¬ 
mittee which worked out the mar¬ 
ket regulation plan used in that 
year by the industry. In 1934 and 
1935 he was chairman of the farm j 
bureau citrus department. ; 

Was Citrus Expert 

Dr. Waynick had an orange 
grove west of Anaheim. He op¬ 
erated the Association Labora¬ 
tories, founded in 1922, through 
which he became known as an ex¬ 
pert advisor on citrus manage¬ 
ment problems. He was the rep¬ 
resentative of the Anaheim Citrus 
Fruit association on the board of 
directors of the Central Orange 
County Fruit exchange, and rep¬ 
resented that body on the board of 
directors of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange. He had lived 
in California 22 years and was a 
graduate of the University of 
Southern California, from which 
he secured the degree of Ph. D. 

T. E. Stephenson, county treas¬ 
urer, today characterized Dr. 
Waynick as one of the outstanding 
men of the county, whose loss will 
be felt keenly by his friends and 
by the citrus industry. 

“I knew him well,” said Mr. 
Stephenson, "partly through our 
Rotary club contacts and partly 
through his service as councillor 
for Rancho Santa Ana Botanic 
Gardens. He did excellent work 
there in analyzing the various soil 
types and had charge of a special 
project for gathering specimens of 
all types of citrus trees in the 
world. He knew how to get facts 
and had an extraordinary ability 
to apply them. He was very able 
and conscientious"

The conviction of Representative 
John H. Hoeppel of California for 
conspiracy to sell an appointment 
to the military academy at West 
Point, was affirmed unanimously 
today by the United States court 
of appeals for the District of Co¬ 
lumbia.

They have 
been at liberty on $1000 bond 
each. 

James Ives of Baltimore tc.sti- 
fied the Hoeppels accepted a $1.-

In the unanimous opinion by 
A.ssociate .Justice V'an Onsdel, the 
appelate court denied a conten¬ 
tion by counsel for the Hoeppels 
that the federal statues involved 
did not appl.v to cadets at We.st 
Point. 

Shortly after the court s deci¬ 
sion, Assistant United States At¬ 
torney David A. Pine and Samuel 
Black announced they would nolle 
prosse the .second indictment. 

The apptdate decision upheld 
the conviction of Charles Hoeppel 
as well as the representative. 

Hoeppel immediately announced 
his intention to take an appeal to 
the supreme court.

An old adobe structure which 
once was a prominent landmark 
in this vicinity w’as the Rodri¬ 
guez home on West Chapman 
.street. Orange, not far from the 
North Main street inter.sertion. 
The spot was about one-third 
of a mile from the Santa Ana 
river bridge. 

In the early days there wa.s a 
little village of adobe houses 
clustered in this vicinity. 

The adobe was the home of 
the Rodriguez family in 187.'{. 
when J. E. Parker of Orange, 
and T. J. r»ckhart. now of Lxis 
Angeles, bought 1350 acres of 
land from Mr. Rodriguez at $0 
an acre. At that time the adobe 
hou.se was on the Los Angeles- 
San Diego stage road, which 
crossefl the Santa Ana river 


about half a mile above the 
(-hapman street bridge. 

Not far from the hou.se was a 
half-mile race track, where ex- 
eiting hor.se races were held in 
the early flay.s. The Spanish 
people from miles around, in¬ 
cluding the Yorbas and Sepul¬ 
vedas, userl to come to the track. 
Horses were cheap in tho.se day.s 
and old-timers have recalled buy¬ 
ing them for as little as 50 cents 
a horse. 

Joining on the rear of the 
house wa.s an adobe wall enclos¬ 
ing about an acre of land. A 
well was there, and flow’crs were 
growing in the enclo.sure. Horses 
also were kept there when they 
were not on the range. 

The old adobe hou.se was de¬ 
stroyer) in fairly recent years.

An End to Unemployment 

F ifty years ago Orange county’s relief bill for one 
month was S247. 

This year for the month just past it was .$195,000. 
This huge .sum went to 4,500 unemployed and unemploy¬ 
ables—and to the officials and clerks necessary to ad¬ 
minister and supervise the relief program. 

Different times, different methods. 

# * * « * 

It is begining to be clear that relief is no longer sim¬ 
ply an “emergency” problem. Three years of federal 
priming the pump and of pouring from 20 to 30 cents of 
every tax dollar into relief channels via administration 
alphabetical agencies have failed to make an appreciable 
dent in the 12,000,000 unemployed. 

Likewise, it’s plain that mounting production of pri¬ 
vate industry is not going to take care of the great army of 
jobless. Industry can pull the throttle wide open, on its 
present basis, and still not take up the unemployment 
slack, statisticians declare. 

Unless something sensible is done speedily to right 
things—citizens with jobs are going to find themselves 
mired up to the ears in taxes—and citizens without jobs 
are going to have nothing ahead in life except a career as 
boondogglers. 

* « « « * 

Government and business should get together, in our 
opinion, and work out an acceptable solution to this com¬ 
mon problem—instead of remaining at loggerheads and 
getting nowhere except deeper into debt. 

Perhaps such a solution would include a “share the 
work” plan. Not a bull dozing, compulsory program like 
the unconstitutional NRA. But a voluntary shortening of 
the work week by major groups in industry and agricul¬ 
ture, so that new jobs would be created for these men and 
women who can’t get on the payrolls now. 

Under such a setup, employers would be called upon 
to maintain their present wage scales and payroll totals. 
But the individual employe would draw a little less each 
week, because he wouldn’t work as many hours as for¬ 
merly, The extra leisure and recreation would compensate 
him. And the difference would go to pay the new em¬ 
ployes hired to fill in the time. 

« * * 

If the present eight-hour work day were cut to a six- 
hour stretch—and jobless workers were hired to fill in— 
the nation’s unemployment and relief problems would 
practically vanish overnight. 

The resulting stimulus to consumption of goods and 
to business, and the general lessening of the tax burden, 
would make possible increases in wages combined with 
production of commodities at a lower cost. 

Volume would pick up, prices ease off, wages firm up 
—and the average man would find his dollar becoming 
worth a lot more in terms of commodities than it is today. 

Thus a beneficent economic cycle would be brought 
into operation, in our opinion, tending to restore trade, 
confidence and national prosperity. 

Big business and government should get together on 
some sort of voluntary employment agreement—for the 
sake of the people and for the sake of the survival of a 
free America.
